Jewish holidays

throughout the world, it 
is termed 


.lorn Kippur. Day of Atonement, and 
also the greatest of the Sabbaths. On 
it no manner of work Is done and each 
ni'.-mlH'r of the community is ordered 
to spend the Holy Day in religious 
cunt'.'taplation. Tho injunction to ob- 
serve this holiday and the manner of 
the ritual is contained in Numbers, 
chapter 29, and Leviticus, chapters 16 
and 2o. The thought upon which Hie 
holiday was founded, that of penitence, 
is still preserved, but in 
the 
evolu- 


tion of the religion, the ritual, the man- 
ner of observance, has been greatly 
ohanc'.tl. Tbe ancient ritual was a 
symbolical sacrificial 
worship. One 


of the interesting features of the an- 
cient, worship was the sending of the 
scape-goat to an uninhabited, wilder- 
ness, 
called 
Azazel. 
Symbolically 


this represented the blotting out of 
the sins of the people which the scape 
goat was supposed to carry away. 


The entire sacrificial worship has 


been extinct for almost 1900 years. 
The modern orthodox 
worship has 


various 
ceremonies 
to 
remind 
of 


human frailty and dependance on the 
divinity, while tbe reform service has 
the same worship as on Sabbath days 
with 
additional 
penitence 
prayers. 


The choir in all synagogues renders 
a great part of tlic music in the tradi- 
tional melody inr which it gave solace 
and assurance to the Jewish people 
during the times of persecution. Ser- 
vices will be held in this city Wednes- 
day evening at 8 o'clock and Thurs- 
day morning at y::>0 o'clock. In the 
Christian Science hall.
